My first Field Day was in Utah as a teenager in 1957. A buddy and I 
borrowed my dad's station wagon and took my DX-100 and NC-183D, along with 


a borrowed generator, for a ride into the mountains. We drove to near a 
place called Park City in the Wasatch range and parked along side the 


highway. Climbed a telephone pole to connect up one end of a "long wire" 


-- about 200' as I recall -- don't remember how we secured the other end. 
Put the RX and TX on the tailgate of the wagon and sat in a couple of 
folding chairs. Generator was a noisy beast (both audible and RF!). We 


only had about 50' of extension cord, and forgot to bring any earphones, so 
"local" QRM (and QRN) gave us a real workout. Utah was kind of a "rare" 
state in the 50's -- only about 600 licensed hams, I believe -- so we did 
manage to generate quite a few pile-ups. Only operated for a few hours, 
but it was a lot of fun and one of those "never to be forgotten" 
experiences.

Good day all. I feel that it is time to inject my experiences with 
lubricants as applied to what we lovingly call our boat anchors. But first, 
I must say that I would not be doing this but for the very abrasive(PUN 
INTENDED) 
leadership of Ron, K9KIZ. So here goes. 

As we know lubricants of many years ago tended to oxidize and become hard 
and somewhat like a wax or even a "glue". tTo combat that today we must 
first soften this compound, and then try to lubricate the surfaces, be they 
rolling, sliding, or just waiting to be used. 

As a case I shall relate a problem I had with a Hammmarlund PRO-310 some 
months ago. Neither of the tuning controls would work, the drive belts would 
slip and it felt as if the belts should be replaced..Not so, the grease that 
Hammarlund had used to lube the exotic drive mechanism had turned to the 
consistency of hard wax, so how to relase it? I took the hard way out and 


being a little stupid in my old age took the lead screwqs out to clean them... 


Do not do this without keeping a record of how many turns of where it went. 
This will be another story, because Jack will not like the disk space it 
would take. 

But to make a long story short, remember that WD-40 will turn tothat wax 
stuhh in a few months and raise hell with all the work you have done. In my 
experience the Old favorite to use as a penetrant is "Marvel Mystery Oil". 
This stuff I have used for many moons and found that it does not gell or 
harden as other thins to loosen tight or frozen shafts. When the going 
really gets tough, try a product called KROIL, It is usually advertised in 


industrial magazines such as Plant Engineering. 

The next oil to have in your number two oil can is MOBIL 1, this stuff is 
non tempratre sensitive and also a good solvent for a sticky shact. the next 
lube is the old favorite, a white grease, many names today, but it was 
"lubriplate" 

I hope this monologue will cause some discussions and probably a little 
‘cussin. Of course solvents to clean will have to wait, its Martini time..

Stopped at HSC in Santa Clara, CA last Monday. They had a Simpson VTVM 
on the shelf. Looks like a 260, but has a line cord and tubes, I 
guess. First one I've ever seen in the flesh, they must not be too 
common. No probes or manual, in the rolltop case (needs fixing). $79. 
Awpp! I'm not used to paying retail for BA stuff, so I didn't buy it, 
although HSC has been known to deal on occasion. Also, there's no more 
room on my meter shelf. 


I too have a Fluke 77 which I bought long ago in another part of the 
galaxy. It's my most used instrument. I've worn the tips off the 
probes. The bar graph is a nice touch, but it's a bit too granular for 
good peaking adjustments. A swinging pointer is the only way to go for 
that tweak. Long ago I read an article on the development of this 
meter. Fluke originally had put in a voice synthesizer (!) to speak 
the readings for you, but after some testing of the protos, everybody 


who tried it said "shut up!" and told Fluke to put in something more 
useful.

HP solid state multi-meter from the 60s. Needs some cleanup and test 
and cal. Somebody really fired up one of the ohmmeter resistors. 

I think 
it can be saved. 


Triplett VOM. Died the battery death. Pointer no longer moves. It 
may be a goner. But it sits on the resurrection shelf. 


Two little Monarch VOMs mostly for little measurements. 


I know there are more in the garage, but I can't remember. A few loose 
panel meters that get (carefully!) clip-leaded into circuits for test 
round out the lab. 


You can't have too many meters! 


Also, HSC has one of the General Radio RLC bridges that was discussed 

here recently. Looks in fair shape. I would have hauled it home, but 
the sticker said something like $179, which would have bent my Scotts 

wallet all out of shape.

When I dug out the SX-130 manual the other day to make a copy 

for someone on the list, I realizied that I had not fired up the 
receiver for 3-4 years. I got the receiver out, connected antenna 
and speaker and reception was great... for awhile.

Hi firebottle glow fans! 


I've been working on the SPC-10 (S/N 199 for those of us interested on that 
information)... As I told in last message, the converter worked but not as 
expected... Well, this is interesting!. I like to fix tube gear, not only to 
clean it ;-) !. So I removed both covers, put the converter over its left 
side and looked inside... Hmmmmm, it is really a good manufacturing job, 
perhaps not Collins quality but not too far, IMHO. First than anything else, 
I took all the tubes and checked them with my Tripplet 3444. I told 
previously that most of the 11 tubes in my unit were Hammarlund. Well, 
exactly, 8 of them are, another one (V2, 6BA6) has lost its markings (I can 
only guess they were yellow) and two more are Tung-Sol (V11 and V4, 6AZ8). I 
think that all of them except V2 are the original ones which came with the 
equipment (some have dates from 1964 and this is very near 1965, the 
estimated manufacturing date), and the other non-Hammarlund tubes are 
exactly same brand and date also. Anyway, only V1 (6BE6) checked a bit below 
its standard transconductance value and V8 (6AU6, first stage audio) if just 
below minimum recommended value. 


Then I cleaned the rotary switchs (the SIDEBANDS and SELECTIVITY KCS switchs 
were very noisy) and got it working except that LSB sounded higher than USB 
and a bit distorted. Curiously enought, the meter and AVC now worked! (in 
horizontal position they didn't work). Looking into the schematics, I found 
a direct relation between V4 (AVC) and the meter, so I removed its shield 
and found that I got intermitent working of the meter when moving the tube a 
bit. Careful visual inspection revealed a cold solder joint in pin 5 
(filament connection). I resoldered it and powered up again the converter. 
Shacking a bit the tube again, I got another failure!. Murphy is always 
hidden in the BA equipment ;-) !. Second inspection revealed a cracked wire, 
just touching its original position, at pin 6 of V4. Well, two failures in 
only one socket, not too common!. This time, the tube worked fine. So I 
remembered a simple test I used to do with all tube equipment; moving a bit 
one at a time every tube with your fingertips to look for bad contacts and 


dirty contacts. All of them were right, except V3 (2nd IF amp) which showed 
intermitent working when moved. Another cold solder joint!. This time, it 
was at pin 6. Well, after all of this, I have the system working a bit 
better, but it still suffers of the following: 


-LSB: higher signal than USB and a bit distorted. 

-NOISE LIMITER: doesn't work in SSB (it cancels completely the signal). 
-AVC: in FAST position, the TUNING METER shows an smaller deflection than in 
the other positions. By the way, it works otherwise fine in this position. 
-SLOT DEPTH: if this knob is intended to be linear (I mean, attenuation 
increasing when you go from 1 to 10), mine doesn't work that way. 
Attenuation changes but not linearly and goes to a maximum about at 2. Any 
idea?. 


Well, that's all for now!. Please, let me know if you want any further 
information about the SPC-10 (I have it opened now and can look inside 
easily). Of course, any information you think is useful to repair / adjust 
the converter will be welcomed!.
